DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The Examiner acknowledges Applicant's submission on 1 0/1 8/1 0 including 
amendments to claims 1 , 29 and 56. Claims 1-7, 9-20, 22-34, 36, 37, 39-47, 49-56, 58- 
68 and 70-87 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7, 9-20, 22-34, 36, 37, 39-47, 49-56, 58-68 and 70-87 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to independent claims 1 , 29, 56 and 87, Yeo, Tovinkere, Moran and Ahmad disclose 
displaying summarizing video and audio data with a plurality of segments. The data 
that is summarized is based on event characterized by a semantic event that includes 
sports play. Each of the segments including a plurality of sequential frames. Prior arts 
do not disclose when the user selects a portion of the video not included in the plurality 
of segments that are summarized, the system displays the selected portion not included 
and after presenting this portion, then goes back to presenting the plurality of segments 
in temporal order without portions of the video not included within the plurality of 
segments. This feature in combination with the features disclosed in (a)-(f) make the 
independent claims allowable. 

Since claims 2-7, 9-20, 22-28, 30-34, 36, 37, 39-47, 49-55, 58-68 and 70-86 
depend on claims 1, 29 and 56 and include all of the limitations of these claims, claims 
2-7, 9-20, 22-28, 30-34, 36, 37, 39-47, 49-55, 58-68 and 70-86 are considered 
allowable for the reasons in which claims 1 , 29 and 56 is allowable. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
